2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are drawn to a composition comprising a therapeutically effective amount of at 
least one aldobionic acid selected from the group consisting of gentiobionic acid, 
isolactobionic acid, isomaltobionic acid, kojibionic acid, laminarabionic acid, nigerobionic 
acid, rutinobionic acid, and sophorobionic acid, as free acid, ester, or lactone forms 
thereof. Dutta et al. (US 4,137,397) teach the Erythromycin salt of aldobionic acids (i.e., 
Erythromycin aldobionate), which enhance the solubility and palatability of 
Erythromycin. However, Dutta et al. do not teach the free acid, ester, or lactone forms 
of gentiobionic acid, isolactobionic acid, isomaltobionic acid, kojibionic acid, 
laminarabionic acid, nigerobionic acid, rutinobionic acid, or sophorobionic acid, as 
instantly claimed. One of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to 
isolate the free acid, ester, or lactone forms of aldobionic acids because Dutta et al. do 
not teach a utility for the aldobionic acids. The aldobionic acid salts with Erythromycin 
have the utility of enhancing the solubility and palatability of Erythromycin, but the 
aldobionic acids themselves are not taught by Dutta et al. to have any utility. Therefore, 
one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to isolate the free acid, 
ester, or lactone forms of aldobionic acids (In re Lalu and Foulletier, 223 USPQ 1257 
(Fed. Cir. 1984)).
